Your Company holds 50% net interest in two 160 acre parcels of land in this field, both of which are developed as 
Cardium sand producers on 80 acre spacing pattern. 

It is difficult at this stage of development of the field to accurately estimate the recoverable reserves. The Pembina 
Operators Committee base their M.P.R. submission on 20% recoverable. The average recoverable oil in the reservoir has 
thus been estimated at approximately 720,000 bbls. per 160 acres. 

There are bound to be variations within the reservoir and in the opinion of the operators of the wells, of which your 
Company holds an interest, it is estimated the recoverable reserves in the 160 acres in Section 10 to be approximately 
900,000 bbls., and on the 160 acres in Section 15, approximately 600,000 bbls. Production to date is slightly over 93,000 bbls. 
Therefore, the gross recoverable reserves in which your Company holds a 50% interest would be approximately 1,400,000 
bbls. This is subject to a crown royalty of approximately 12%%. 

Your Company’s reserves after royalty would, therefore, be 612,500 bbls. 


REDWATER AREA 


Your Company holds the oil and gas rights on an undeveloped % section of approximately 160 acres lying on the 
north western flank of the Redwater Field. No particular value is attached to the property at this time.

MINING ENGINEERS’ REPORTS 
PRELIMINARY REPORT ON THE MINING CLAIMS, HELLYER AND RANEY TOWNSHIPS 


PROPERTY 


The group consists of 21 forty-acre mining claims in one solid block unsurveyed and non-patented being numbered 
S-80499 to S-80513 inclusive, S87735 to S-87740 inclusive, and totalling about 840 acres. 


LOCATION AND ACCESSIBILITY 


The property has 18 claims in Hellyer Township and 3 claims in Raney Township, Sudbury Mining Division of Ontario 
and is about 180 air-miles north-west of the City of Sudbury. The claims are reached by way of Foleyet, a divisional point 
on the Canadian National Railways and are 27 miles south-west of this town. 

The property is reached via a truck road from Foleyet to Ivanhoe Lake a distance of 6 miles and thence twenty miles 
south-west by canoe on the Ivanhoe River. An excellent trail leads east from the river to the property a distance of one 
mile and ends at the small lake on the boundary line between Hellyer and Raney Townships. 


GENERAL 


The claims were staked by and under the direction of Mr. J. M. Ennis, a veteran Canadian prospector, who resides at 
81 Cameron Street, Willowdale, Ontario. The staking took place between the 24th and the 28th September, 1954, and later 
early in 1955, and prospecting operations by Mr. Ennis were carried out before and after this time. 

NOTES ON THE GEOLOGY OF THE AREA 

The property is a few miles north of the Swayze District in which a number of gold and base metal discoveries have 
been made in the past twenty odd years. This area is geologically the south-westerly continuation and extension of the 
Poreupine Gold District of Ontario. 

The geology of the area has been compiled by the Ontario Department of Mines in Kamiskotia-Ridout Area, Map No. 
1933A, scale of 2 miles - 1 inch. 

In general the area consists of a broad belt of infolded greenstones and sediments intruded by (1) basic intrusives 
Haileyburian in age consisting of gabbro, serpentine, diabase and driorite and later (2) acidic intrusives, Aleoman in age, 
consisting of quartz and feldspar porphyry, and granite. Later diabase dykes cut all other intrusives and are Matachewan 
and Keweenawan in age. 


NOTES ON THE GEOLOGY OF THE CLAIMS 


The following notes were supplied to the writer by Mr. J. M. Ennis, the staker of the property. The claims are largely 
underlain by voleanic rocks with a few minor diorite and diabasic intrusives. The north-west part of the property is under- 
lain by granitic intrusive rocks covering all of claim S-80507, the south-east part of S-80508, the west part of S-80512, the 
north part of S-80509 and most of S-80501. 

Greenstone float rocks carrying stringers of chalcopyrite were found by the staker near the trail from the river just 
east of the small lake on the Hellyer-Raney boundary line on claims S-80499 and S-80504 near the 3 Mile Post. 

The floats were traced north-east by Mr. Ennis and the apparent source of these floats was found in place in the south- 
west corner of claim S-805138 over one-half mile to the north and east of the floats. Near the No. 3 post of S-80513 a heavily 
mineralized break was found striking north-east and carrying pyrite, pyrrhotite and chalcopyrite. Two trenches were here 
cut across the zone and in one of the trenches a chip sample taken by Mr. Ennis across 12 feet assayed 1.5 per cent copper 
and $3.50 in gold per ton. The mineralized zone continued south-west into claim §S-80508 and disappears under the over- 
burden. 

Near the centre of claim S-80505 is a very small lake or pond and on the south side of this lake is an occurrence of 
massive pyrrhotite showing at intervals for a possible length of 175 feet and a possible width of 60 feet. No work has been 
done on this occurrence. 

In addition to these mineralized showing first described a shear zone was found striking north-easterly at the south 
and east end of the lake on Claim S-80499. A similar zone was observed north-west of the lake on claim S-80500 in Hellyer 
Township and at the sound end of the lake on Claim S-80504 in Raney Township. 


SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


The claims, 21 in number totalling about 840 acres are located in Hellyer and Raney Townships, about 130 miles 
north-west of Sudbury in the Sudbury Mining Division of Ontario. They are accessible to the Canadian National Railway 
by truck road 6 miles south from Foleyet to the lake and thence by canoe via the Ivanhoe River. From the river a good 
trail leads east to the claims. 

The claims were staked late in September, 1954, and early in 1955, by a well known veteran Canadian prospector, Mr. 
J. M. Ennis, who reports the occurrence of a mineralized zone carrying 1.5) per cent copper plus $3.50 in gold per ton over 
a sampled width of 12 feet. Other mineralized zone or zones are known to occur, therefore it is concluded that the property 
has mine making possibilities and the following recommendations are hereinafter made. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is recommended that a base line be cut north-easterly through the property and that picket lines at 400 feet intervals 
be established at right angles to this base line. An electromagnetic and magnetometer survey should be made this winter. 
Next spring stripping and trenching operations, to be followed by diamond drilling should be done. 

About $25,000 should be set aside for this work.

INTRODUCTION 


Information for this report was gathered from Department of Mines’ maps and reports, from a Report by I. C. Chris- 
topher, B.Sc., P.Eng., dated August 21st, 1952, from a Report by J. D. McCannell, Geologist, dated September 14th, 1953, 
from Mr. G. Plaskett, staker of the claims, and from aerial photographs. 

The writer has not personally examined the claims. 


GEOGRAPHICAL: 


The property consisting of 18 claims Nos. 8.84682 -7 incl., S-84700-3 incl., S.84691-4 incl., S.84673-6 incl., is located 
in Shelley Township, Sudbury Mining District, approximately 50 miles north of Sudbury. 
It adjoins the Zinc Lake Mine property on the west. 


Transportation is by air a distance of 52 miles from the Austin Airways Base at Sudbury. 
The Canadian National Railway stop mileage 46 is 4 miles west of the Zinc Lake Mine Deere by bush road. 


GENERAL GEOLOGY: 


In the immediate area the rock types are separated into two distinct subdivision, an older schistose, greatly disturbed 
complex composed of a variety of extrusive and intrusive igneous rocks, together with a small quantity of sediments, and a 
younger group of huge batholithic bodies of granite gneiss, intrusive into the schists. The schist complex represents a time 
of dominant and varied volcanic activity, the batholithics, a time of great earth movements and deep seated intrusions. 


GEOLOGY ZINC LAKE MINES PROPERTY: 
The Zinc Lake Mines property has an important zone of mineralization extending across the property. Surface show- 
ings of lead and zinc minerals are exposed over a length of 1,600 feet. 


A geophysical resistivity survey carried out by Geo- Technical Surveys indicates that the zone in which the surface 
exposures occur, extends for at least 6400 feet. 


Diamond drilling beneath the surface showings over a length of 650 feet indicated 140,000 tons of lead zinc ore to a 


depth of 400 feet. Of extreme importance is the entrance of copper minerals in the lower part of the zone as indicated by 
the deeper drill holes. 


A full scale exploration programme including diamond drilling is to be carried out on this property this coming season, 
to explore the full length of the zone indicated by the Geophysical survey, and to look for parallel occurrences. 
GEOLOGY OF THE PROPERTY: 


Although Department of Mines’ geological maps show that section occupied by the group and surrounding areas as being 
underlain by granite gneiss, samples from the rock outcrops and pits on the Zine Lake and adjoining properties show the 
presence of Keewatin sediments and flow rocks as well as granite gneisses. 


A marked depression, the possible surface expression of a fault, extends west-south-west from the Zinc Lake property 
on to the group. 
CONCLUSIONS: 


Very little exploration has been carried out in that area, probably due to the fact that Department of Mines geological 
maps show the rocks to be entirely granite gneisses. A small amount of work carried out on the Zine Lake property to the 
east indicates a zone bearing important amounts of lead and zinc with copper possibilities. 

The property warrants a thorough exploration programme with the possibility of locating parallel zones similar to that 


on the Zine Lake property. 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 
It is recommended that the following exploratory program be carried out: 
1. Geological mapping. 
2. A geophysical survey in conjunction with (1). 
8. Diamond drilling based on results of (1) and (2).

ENGINEER'S REPORT 


Note - The following is an excerpt from a Report by Messrs. L, Chamberlain 
and C,.A, Campbell, dated December 15th, 1958, on the property located in 
the County of Saguenay, Mount Wright District, Province of Quebec, A 
complete copy of the report is on file with the Toronto Stock Exchange. 


EXPLORATION: 

Exploration to date on the properties is confined 
to an airborne magnetometer survey carried out over the groups 
by Spurtan Air Services Limited during the month of October 1958. 
Results obtained in this survey are as outlined below under the 
various group headings. 

Group "A" ~ An anomalous area extends for a distance 
jof over 7200 feet in a north and south direction across the central 
part of the group. The magnetic intensity of this anomaly suggests 
a possible northerly trending band of iron formation extending 
across the group, Ground investigations should be carried to in- 
vestigate this area. 

Group "B® - An anomalous area extends in a northerly 
direction from the southern part of this group to its north bound- 
ary ea distance of about 14,000 feet, Magnetic intensities through- 
out this anomaly indicate a probable northerly trending band of 
iron formation which should be further investigated by ground work, 

Group "C" - A large anomalous area ocours in the 
southeastern part of this group, Tis anomaly is made of two parts 
both of which show magnetic intensities suggesting tha probable 
presence of bands of iron formation. Both areas should be inves- 
tigated by ground work, 

The southern flank of another anomalous area is 
present along the boundary of the north central portion of the 
group. The crest of this enomaly and any iron formation which it 
may indicate in all probability lies north of the company's ground 


at tnis location, ‘The northeasterly extension of the crest, how- 
ever, could conceivably pass through tie most northerly claims of 


the group which were not covered by the airborne survey, This 
latter possibility should be investigated on the ground, 

Group "DY" - The Airborne Survey gave no indications 
of the presence of iron formation on this group, The survey did 
not cover the most northerly claims of the group and, as there 
appears to be only a slight possilility for the occurrence of iron 
formation in these claims, ground work should be confined to a very 


general reconnoisance over the unsurveyed portion, 


CONCLUSIONS: 

The Airborne Magnetometer Survey has indicated the 
probable presence of Lron formation over an extensive area on 
Group "B" and on two areas on Group "Ch, with the possibility of 
there being another fron bearing pand on Group "A", There would 
also appear to be an additional possibility for the presence of an 
iron body on the unsurveyed claims in the northern part of Group "Cf", 
All these locations are considered worthy of investigation on the 
ground in order to determine their ore making possibilities, 

In carrying out a ground exploratory program we sub- 
mit the following recommendations? 

Ls That a survey be carricd out to determine the 
boundaries of the groups. In the early stages this may 
be confined to the vicinity of the anomalies and extended

Re Theat the anomalous areas be thoroughly prospected 
and geologically mapped. Tris may be supplemented by a

3. That outcrops of iron formation be blasted in 

order to obtain fresh unaltered rock for sampling and assay~ 
ing. <A series of short diamond drill holes may prove to be 
necessary to assist in obtaining samples of fresh rock in 
overburdened or excessively altered areas. 

he That, should the foregoing preliminary work out- 
line the presence of nrobable orebodies, an extensive program 
of diamond drilling be undertaken to confirm these indications 


and to provide information for ore tonnage estimates.

The Company owns 300,000 shares in the capital of 
Rotra Mines Corporation ("Rotra") a Maine company which holds 
certain leases which entitles it to carry on prospecting, mining 
and quarrying operations over certain landsnear Blue Hill,Maine. 
These leases adjoin to the south certain properties held by 
Black Hawk Mining Ltd. (No Personal Liability ) (“Black Hawk"). 
Roman Corporation Limited ("Roman") of Toronto, owns 200,000 shares 
in the capital of Rotra., As there are 500/000 shares of Rotra 
issued and outstanding the Company is the holder of a 60 per cent 
interest in Rotra and Roman is the holder of 40 per cent therein, 
In addition, the Company holds a promissory note of Rotra in the 
principal amount of $58,818.75 and is owed $23,757.98 by Rotra, 
Roman holds a Rotra note for $39,212.58 and is owed by Rotra the 
sum of $23,537.39. 

Subject to approval of the shareholders of the said 
three companies ‘the companies have agreed, under an agreement 
between them made August 7, 1964, as follows:- 

(i) the Company and Roman will sell to Black Hawk the 
300,000 and 200,000 shares in the capital of Rotra 
respectively owned by them; 

(ii) Black Hawk will issue to the Company 240,000 shares 
in its capital, as fully paid shares and free from 
escrow; . 

(iii) Black Hawk will issue to Roman 160,000 shares in 
its capital, as fully paid shares and free from 
escrow; 

(iv) Black Hawk will cause Rotra to repay to the Company, 
but without interest, the promissory note of. Rotra
